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This is decision on the ''PETITION TO PRINT ASSIGNEE NAME ON 
LETTERS PATENT" filed August 28, 2006, which is properly treated 
as a request under 37 CFR 3.81(b) for a Certificate of 
Correction to correct the patent to state the name of the 
assignee.
